PAST AND PRESENT. 

On Monday last THom4s CarLyLe was installed Lord Rector of 
Edinburgh University. 

In the course of a wonderful oration, which ho delivered on the 
occasion, he said: —“* The finest nations in the world—tho Englieh aud 
the American—are going all away into wind and tongue.” This is 
his old doctrize on the virtue of silence; and, again, tho venerable and 
venerated sage protests that a man ig not to be esteemed wise because 
he has poured out sp2ech copiously, This is very true, and every 
day we are reminded of the truth. 

Last week, tho twenty-first anniversary festival of the Royal 
General I'heatrical Fund was celebrated at the Freemason’s Tavern. 
The fesiival was presided over by the First Magistrate of the first city 
in the world, a gentleman who in intellectual acquirements and facility 
of statiog bis sentiments in unobjectionable Eugli-h is far above the 
average of London mayors, He was a little high fluwn; bat this was 


-pardonable, seeing that he had Mr, Ouartus Dickens on his right, 


and Mr. Buckstone on bis left. 

But the speech to which our observations moro particularly refer is 
that of Mr. Leicuster Buckincuan, who, “ with head erecl, unhesi- 
tatingly avowed” that ‘‘our Drama has happily emerged from an 
atmosphere of artificiality into the pure air of mature.” 

Now, it is because we do not agree with the view taken by Mr. 
GucKINGIAMN, or the tone in which he gave expression to his view, 
that woe tring’ the question before our readers. ‘‘If,” said Mr. 
BouckincGua, “1 were to act in accordance with the views which 
I frequevtly hear propounded with regard to thé condition of the Art, 
L should rise to respond to this toast (‘The Drama’) roved from head 
to foot inthe white sheet of penance,'and bearing in my hand the 
lighted wax taper of contrition, for nothing #s more common than the 
assoition that the English drama has at the present. day sunk iato 
d-gradation and decay.” 

As regards the ‘ white sheet” and the ‘‘wax taper’—well, thoy may 
p ss, for, a8 CARLYLE truly observes, ‘* mere vocability, mere culture 
of speech, if that is what comes out of aman, though he may be a 
yreat speaker, an eloquent orator, yet thers is no real substance 
there;” but, when Mr, BucktnaHam tolls us that the English drama 
has not decayed, then we are bound to join issue, aud conclude that 
he, at all events, bas little acquaintonce with the annals of the stage 
frum the “ Restoration down to-tho eud of the last ceutury.” 

Mr, Bucsincuam eays— Our audieices have becomes more refined 
and more exacting, aud yet it may safely be predicied that, of the 
pieces now preluced, afar greater per centage will survive than of 
tose which were brought out in former times,” Indeed! Woe are 
astonished to fiad a man of Mr, BuckIncHam’s erudition putting for- 
ward an assertion that no ono, Whohas auy recollection of tho past, 
will be disposed to #idorse, : ; 

Surely Mr. BuCKINGHAM must have read of supa éxcellencs 
in times of old. Hé@must have read of the Drama ad tho homes 
where it was wont to flotrish—the days of Quix and Garrick, and 
Joun Kumbte snd Mrs. Sippons, and Keax—Wwhén the most 
splendid fl-wers grow wild in the garden, and tie heaven of Old 
Drury was studded with the brightest stars—whon the moral influence 
of the Dram4 upon the nation at large, was as powerful 4s it should 
bo—wken SHERIDAN wrote, and Miss O'Nut1 stood forth a goddess in 
Belvidera. Surely Mr. Buckrscuam has heard or read of the past, 
and ifsohe must bo sometimes troubled with sad thoughts of the 
decline of dramatic writing, notwithstanding his asseition to the 
contrary. Ant why hasit declined? For two palpable reasons 
the one was that our dramatists pridid themselves more upon the 
number than the excellencé of their productions, and wrote for 
money rather than for fame ; Lo 6 reward for really good tragédies 
or cumedies was penutridue, at little ii proportion to the deserts of 
tho wiiter—so that no man of @tiinesée could bo induced to exert 
his talents for the stage. Again, thé majority of writers have 
no originality of their own, but are usually indebted for 

lot, contrivance, and effeet, te the noveltios of France, 
and Germany, which they até eontent to translate or adapt. ‘* Our 
audiences,” s2ys Mr. Buckinanam, ‘have become mora refined and 
mors exacting.” What! is such the spirit of the age? Js an un- 
méeauing burlesque preferred to the ‘‘ Schoo) for Scandal?”

Thouzh tho weather his been very unseltled during the past weok 
the numerons meetings have been exceedingly successful, aud some 
anexp-cted surprises have turned up. Excepting the Newmarket 
sports, the results, howsver, have not had any bearing upon futare 
events; but no particular light has been thrown upon either the Two 
Thousand or the Dorby. Tho Peer and Bortie both showed, but one 
is an ungainly animil, aud the other deficient in size, therefore neither 
of them are of any good for tho big thres-yr-old tussles of the season; 
notwithstaading which, they respectively won their engagements 
cleverly, at the beginning of the week. Mazoppa, Tomabawk, Lothario, 
Robin Hood (by King Tom), Hiphazard, Hazeldean, Whitby, Plutns, 
Gladiator, Caithness, Ceylon (late Siucy Boy), Mount Palatino, The 
Primate, Westwick, King Hal, Magician, La Dauphine, Staghound, 
Dalesman, Tho Sharper, and Loaf Sugar, were amongst the other 
Derby horses we saw in compotition this week. Mazoppa retains his 
two-yr-old form, but Tomahawk has fearful enlarged knees, and will 
soon be put out of training. The success of the former in the opening 
event of the meeting caused Mount Palatine to bo talked about afresh 
in connection with the Blue Riband fray, and Vandervelde for tho 
ity and Suburban. Lothario isa big, good-looking horse, but he 
lowered his colours most ingloriously to the’ diminutive, yet pretly 
Bertie, being unable to compass tho hill which his opponent climbed 
in comfort, and ‘is certainly a very fino mover, Everybody was 
anxious to get @ pesp at the Biennial loton Tuesday, and Tho Primate 
gathered the most grapeseed, there being an immense crowd to see him 
stripped.

GREAT MATCH BETWEEN JAMES TAYLOR AND THOMAS 
WINSHIP, THE COMING CHAMPION, FOR £100. 


Yankeedom enjoys a notoriety for the invention of all sorts of 
unique machinery, and no doubt the Tyneside people on Monday 
Jast would have bartered well for that leviathan bellows recently 
erected and patented by a ’cute American, to disperse rainy clouds 
on theirapproach. The truthis, Easter like, the aquatic element had 
determined to weep, and weep it did, in the most disagrecable of 
fashions, to the utter discomfiture of the thousands who at this fes- 
tive time Of the season are inclined to witness tho skill of the 
wrestler and the science attained by the boat-rower under the most 
favourable circumstances. We felt the inconvenience of the rain, 
and we Jaboured under the same disadvantages as any other unit of 
theassembly. We nevertheless could not but regret that the atten- 
dance thereby was diminished, although it was manifest that the 
enthusiasm was none the loss enthusiastic in its purpose; but on the 
contrary in many instances it exceeded in generality, andin fact, what 
we had anticipated, and we dare say that the masses thought so also.

Overlooking 
many little but important episodes in Taylor's career, we cannot 
but mention the immense progross he has made during the pist two 
years, before which date few thougkt much of him with the sculls, 
Kelley like, however, he has been on tho qui vive aud the effects of 
tempsarate living and attontion to physical requirements have worked 
on him a vast improvement. He first astonished the natives at 
Talkin Tarn,and he there as before said mot and defeated Georga 
Wakefield and Thomas Matfin in skiffs, and what he has done along- 
side of Winship the following will illustrate.

The first match of the season was tho praesent one, on which we 
have conimented before.

Oa Sanday evening we mide ib a common duty to visit tha sport.

Lorp Muixron is progressing favourably, and in all likelihood will

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brought about under the kind offices and kind advice of J. Thwaites, 
Esq., and the good effect of unity was exemplified to an extent. The 
magnificent building of the Agricultural Hall was splendidly fitted up 
with innumerable seats, hundreds of chairs; and at the end under the 
clock there was a row of boxes tastefully arranged, with rows of seats 
in the rear.

6d. and 53.) were crammed to suffocation; all round there was 
clambering upto see ; even the portion set apart forthe Press was so 
obstructed that if ever reporting under difficulties took place it was at 
the Agricultural Hall yesterday to give an account of the ancient 
‘‘back-hold wrastle.” The happy results of the amalgamation were 
manifested also by the vast number of entries and the great increase 
in the value of the prizes, one of which was for a money prize and 
the champion belt, open to all men of all weights from the northern 
counties, no exception being made on this occasion to the two noted 
champions, Richard Wright and William Jameson.

pointed. 

The contest commenced at 7.35 and 
ended about 12.30. During that time 
there was the worst ‘ around the table” 
play, the worst ‘‘safety” play, and the 
worst “nursing,” that wo have ever 
seen in a match between first-class 
players. Tho best thing around the table 
perhaps was a run of 52 by M‘Devitt, a 
difficult shot being made nearly every 
time; and the best exhibition of ‘* nur- 
sing’? was the run of 95, made almost 
wholly from red and white worked along 
the cushion. The only really meritorious 
feature of the entire play was the 


“banking ” of Deery; he struck a ball 
vearly every time, and counted five 
times ont of nine. M ‘Devitt, after tle 
first half of the game, was an opponent 
only in name, and so completely had 
he “lost his grip,” that if Deery had 
piled the balls up for him at any time 
during the last third of the game, he 
would scarcely have scored 100 points.

Deery’s average (102) is not the poorest he has made in a m ‘ac 
game, though it is the poorest ever made by the winner of a game lo 
the championship—and for the matter of tbat, the poorest in ane, 
match between players claiming to be first-class. ‘Ihe only one tha 
will compare with it is the 12} made by Kavanagh against Tieman, in 
April, 1864—the occasion being the second match for the champlon- 
ship. There is this difference, however, between the two—the contest 
was very even between Tieman and Kavanagh, while it was alto- 
gether one-sided in the last match. Thisis so much in fayour of 
Deery; for, had M’Devitt played better, itis highly probable that 
Deery’s average would have been much greater. Some allowance also 
should be wade, still comparing the two averages, in favour of Deery 


for his ‘‘safety-play.” {n the Kavanagh-Tieman game, but little was 


attempted in this line, though that little was “ safety-play ;” while in 
Deery’s case a great deal was done, though half the time it was simply 
throwing away chances. Deery’s best runs over 62 and 119, were made 
off the reds towards the close of the game, and 68, for which he was 
given but 58, sothat in veality he made 1,510 points, Comparing his two 
victories for the championship with his previous matches, his general 
game is but little more effective than when he first came to New York, 
three or four’years ago.

Never in its best times has Hackney Wick been more Joyous than it 
wason Friday last, for the Committee of the Cornwall and Devon 
Wrestling Society apportioned £100 to be given in prizes in wrestling in 
the “anciente” pastime of the fair back fall, for foot-racing, pole- 
leaping, and other sports, and scarcely has any previous year been as 
successful as that of 66. The beautiful day brought its thousands 
and under the able management of Mr. William Price, the sports, ex. 
tending from Good Friday to Easter Tuesday, were brought to a satis 
factory issue. A large body of police under Inspectors Bywater and 
Bush, aided by the much respected Sergeant Busame and his brother 
officers, were in attendance, but their duties were a sinecure, such was 
the good humour and good order displayed. For the convenience of 
our readers we will give the three days’ wreatling in consecutive 
order :— 

THe FormIne oF THE “STANDARDS,”—At the well-known cry cf 
“A hat! a nat!! from the manager, the once-famed Jemmy Truscott, 
two castors were at once thrown over the heads cf the dense crowd 
whish surrounded the ring.

and a.) alf, and twenly rounds were fought, Brookes was hailed the victor ; he 
ext beat Reeves in 1855. In the following year, however, he suffered defeat 
at the hands of the accomplish:d Jack Hicks, at Leigh, on May 6, 1856, but 
did not suecun b until 44 rounds had been fought, and one hour and 55 min 
had clapsed, after one of the gamest encounters’ ever witnessed. In the 
August of the game year he beat Ingram; and then met Dan Morris in 
June, 1857, when after fighting 2 hours 45 min the police interfer: d, when 
the fight was in Brookes’s favour, At another meeting it was proved that 
the friends of Morris sent for the police, so the stakes, £100, were awarded 
to Master Jack. On 5th of October, 1858, Brookes had to lower his flay to 
Dan Thomas; and he also lost the siakes, £50, to Young Buldock, by hh's 
seconds removirg him from the ring, so the battle was given agaiust him, 
Such are the prineipal }-c1formances of Jack Brookes. i 

Bill Gillam, of Brighton, is about the same weight and age as his opponent, 
831 6lbs, and 83 years old ; his first encounter was with Coombs of Manchester, 
whom he defeated at Hayling, Islaud, in 1h 53m, 104 rounda, on the 20th of 
June, 1852.

A DAY’S FISHING IN THE WEST. 
——. “The trout is more sharp-sighted than the hawk, and more watchful 
end timoova than your high-met led merlin is bold.”

Tx the order of Naturo, of all field sports angling seems the oldest: 

& sport that requires as much enthusiasm as poetry, as much patience 
sg mathematics, and as much caution as housebreaking ; at 
least so says James Rennio, Many a mistake has been made 
about the word “angling,” most people thinking it means the same as 
“fishing,” but it is not so. Of course, the word fishing means the 
catching of fish, whatever may be the method adopted: whether the 
fish be caught by spears, nets, nooses, or hooking. The word angle 
originally meant anything bent, so as to form the shape of the human 
elbow, and came in time to meana hook, and again from that to give 
origin to the name ‘‘angling,” which therefore must signify ‘ hook- 
ing, or the art of fishing with hooks.” But concerning this I have said 
enough, sufficient is it forme to describe my day’s fishing in the 
West, which I shall now proceed to do, You must know, then, in 
the first place, that [am not ancvice in tho “scientific art ;” and, to 
give proofs of my long and 
tried experience in it, 1 shall 
_inform you that 1 have fished 
nearly every river in the 
counties Devonshire ard 
Cornwall. ] had just returned 
into the former county for my 
-summer vacation, and, as 
usual, was not long in getting 
to work with my favourite 
sport, and, selecting a favour- 
able day (be it, known to you 
that I never go unless alter 
two or three days’ hard rain), 
proceeded on my usuxl course 
to Ivybridge (a distance of 
about 12 miles frommy home), 
Having arrived by the early 
train at my ‘*journey’s eud,” 
I walked across tho moor, avd

Ir is the intention of Sir George Grey to grant a certificate 
forming into a fishery disirictthe River Tyne, (he limits being de fined 
to include so much of the ‘Tyne and its tiiluteries as are situate 
within the counties of Cumber and, Northumberlana, Durem, and 
the river, and so much of the coast as lies betweon Souter Point, in 
Durham, and Orag Point, in Northumberland, and all rivers flowing 
into the sea between those points, and being within thoso counties. - 


Durina the early part of the past week scores of the more eager 
anglers of the couutry tried their skill with rodand reel on the Severn, 
the Dovey, and other favourite fishing rivers. A fair return of trout 
tewarded the zeal end skill of the more accompli:Led; but the trout 
were rather small, although in fair condition. We have not heard such 
favourable reports of the salmon; but, after the heavy flood has 
abated, and the river becomes more suitable for fishing, we have reason 
to believe that the yield of this. splendid fish will be satisfactory. A 
quantity of salmon Ova was secured last season from the Usk, near 
Brecon, for the Thames Angling Preservation Society’s hatching 
apparatus, at Hamptcn. : Several gentlemen residing in the county 
are endeavouring to obtain funds to maintain a hatchiog establish- 
men! on that river, as the ova 1s plentiful, and the locality is pro- 
nounced by experienced judges to be in every way favourable.

THE NEW ROYALTY. 

The little theatre in Soho, after having undergone re-decoration, 
and general :e-grrangement, pened for its Easter campaign under 
the auspices of Miss Martha Oliver, its now directress, on Saturday 
evening. The egpecial attraction for the Easter pleasure.seekers was 
a new burlesque extravaganza, from the pen of Mr. R. Reece, entitled, 
“Ulf the Minstrel; or, the Player, the Princess, and the Prophecy.” 
The piece is founded on a fairy tele by the late Robert B, Brough, 
called ‘‘ Ulf, the Minstrel; or, the Princess Diamonduckz and the 
Hazel Fairy.” The name of Robert Brough was long associated with 
that of the late lamented Robson, for whom hie wrote many excellent 
extravaganzas and travesties—suck as “ Medea” to wit. Miss Martha 
Oliver has been sufficiently long known to the public, that the men- 
tion of her name as directress is a satisfactory guarantee that as re- 
gardg excellence of production and general acting there would be 
nought at which the most fastidious could cavil,, The production of 
anew play by a manageress who finds herself in a new locality and 
situation, necessarily causes an exensable delay on 9 first night, which 
we shall not expect to see in future representations. That this was 
the case on Saturday night, is trae; and we should not even have 
alluded to it curselves, had not some of our contemporaries mentioned 
it with an angry stress, which we think is uncalled for and 
gratuitous, Tho play of the evening was preceded by the comedy of 
‘* Perfection,” the principal characiers in which were represented by 
the following artistes: Messrs. Robins, Fitzjames, Miss Maitland, 
and Miss Oliver. The play passed off to the satisfaction of all and 
the principals engaged init. A strange coincidence in connection 
with this production, is the fact that it was played simultaneously 
at the Strand on the occasion of Mr. Edward S wanborough’s benofit. 
The appearancs of Miss Oliver, for the first time in her new under- 
taking, and on unaccustomed boards, was the signal, and also 
opportunity, for expressing publicly the feeling of estimation in 
which she is uuiversally held by the play-going community. ‘This 
must be peculiarly gratifying to her, as she appearsin acom paratively 
new sphere of ating; and we hope will prove so encouraging as to 
lead to the production of a succession of similarly good burlesques 
under her dynasty.

formances could be proceeded with. Paris (Miss Raynham), * known 
among the Peasants of Mount Ida, as Alexander the Little, Chair- 
man of the ‘Irregular Rips,’ and G. M. of the ‘Jolly Dog Club’”— 
was of course the “ hero” of the piece, and although Miss Raynham 
acted, sang, and danced as well as possible, still the character did 
not suit her so well as her old one of Don Pedro in“ L’Africaine.” 
Her burlesque of Mr. Jefferson’s Rip Van Winkle could not possibly 
have been done better; and Mr. Burnand took occasion of travestying 
the memorable last evening of the unfortunate Rip with Gretchen, 
when Paris had to Jeave his wife, Anone, to attend the commands of 
Jupiter. Oupid (Mr. H. J, Turner), an old love, with rheumatic 
tendencies, and whose wings were “moulting,” was an admirablo 
character, to which Mr, Turner did all justice. But the two characters, 
to our thinking, were those of Castor (Mr. David James) and 
Pollux (Mr, Charles Fenton), ‘‘The Gemini! Sons of Leda 
and Jupiter, and Brothers of tho celebrated Beautiful Helen.

A fino Good Friday at the Crystal Palace is generally one of the 
greatest popular festivals of the year, greater far than that of Boxing 
Day, and second only in its numbers to the Foresters’ Fete ia August,
